Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In page 3, line 1 of 
the last paragraph, page 4, second line, page 5, line5, the term "traverse" is unclear. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawata et al (US 
4,425,304). 

Kawata et al disclose a chemical processing device along the catalytic reactor comprise 
of an outer tube with two opposing flanges (col. 4, lines 49-54), two opposing porous materials 
(col. 4, lines 55-68), a flow distribution matrix, a reactant feed connected to distribution matrix 
through series of holes (24, 40) and a catalyst layer formed on the surface of the porous material 
(figure 1).
